ALLEGES REMARKS

Suggests Mission Here Was to 
Pave Way for Attack on 
Soviet Russia. 


Mrs. Philip BSnow- 
Gen's “tirade against Soviet Russia,” 
had been “a deliberate stab itn the 
back for world unionism,” H. M. Bar- 
tholomew, secretary of the Edmonton 
branch, Canadian Labor party, speak- 
ing under the auspices of the Com- 
munist Party at the Rialto Theatre 
last night, said that Mrs. Snowden's 
mission here had been to prepare the 
Way, consciously or unconsciously, for 
@ new attack on the Soviet Republic. 

“Just when world unity seems poss- 
{bie,’ said Mr. Bartholomew, “she 
comes along and speaks on what hap- 
pened four years ago, knowing full 
well that her ill-timed remarks will 
be used by the ‘capitalist press’ and 
by capitalist politicians. She is pre- 
paring the way for another attack on 
the only workers’ and farmers’ repub- 
lic that has been established in the 
history of the world, and has per- 
formed signa] bad service to not only 
the working class of Russia, but to 
the working class of the whole world.” 

Alleging that Mrs. Snowden's re- 
marks in Edmonton and Calgary were 
{1 direct opposition to statements 
made in the “Glasgow Forward,” the 
official organ of the British Independ- 
ent Labor Party, which she was sup- 
posd to represent, Mr. Bartholomew 
referred to passages in the “Forward”

which, he said, classified certain 
speeches of Mrs. Snowden as “tll 
balanced and hysterical outbursts.’ 


Report Favorable. 

The seven members of an investiga. 
ing commission appointed by the 
British Trades Congress to inquire in- 
to conditions in Soviet Russia, had 
said Mr. Bartholomew, brought back 
a very favorable report which showed 
that education and other social con- 
ditions, were being considerably im- 
proved, and that organization 
the state ownership of industries was 
of a very high order. 

“We know that there is no democ- 
racy {in Russia,’ said Mr. Bartholo- 
mew,” “and there will not be democ- 
racy there for many years to come, 
hut there will be no democracy_in 
Canada for many years longer. We 
aiso know that there is a dictatorship 
in Russia, but there is also one here 
—the dictatership of capital and a 
society of exploitation.” 

Declaring that the Communist 
Party as international communists 
would give every assistance to Lenine 
ae the founder of communism, and to 
Soviet Russia as a whole, Mr. Bar- 
tholomew said, “As they have done 
in Russia, se siall we have to take 
that last road, the road of struggle, to 
break the chains of wage slavery. On 
behalf of the Communist Party of 
Canada, I gay that we work for the 
day when we shall be in the same 
great union as Soviet Russia."" 


SEVENTY MEN 
PROVIDED FOR 


Welfare Board Looks After 
Applicants for Relief Over 
Week-End. 


No further relief, except to give 
clothing to applicants who have as- 
sured jobs to go to either in the city 
or the bush, will be gliven to single 
able bodied men by the Welfare 
Board according to a statement issu- 
ed on Saturday by Robert McCreath, 
Chairman of the Board, 

It is felt that with the establish- 
ment of the city wood pile and the 
provision of work at shovelling off 
snow from the streets that all single 
men who wish to werk are being 
taken care of, 

The Board functioned up to Sat- 
urday night when about seventy men 
were provided with meals and beds 
over the weekend, but in future all 
applications for relief, except for 
clothing, will have to be made to the 


City Hall. 
The Welfare Board, at the request 
of the City Council, undertook to 


make provision for the accomodation 
of single men until the Council! could 
make the necessary arrangements to 
provide work, and the Board now 
feels that in accordance with the 
views expressed at the last meeting.of 
council that this work should now be 
done by one of the Civic departments. 

During the five day period that the 


Board functioned in providing retief 
to single men, 455 meals were pro- 
vided and 189 men were provided 


with sleeping accommodation while & 
considerable quantity of clothing was 
alxo distributed. 

The carrying out of this work has 
overtaxed the small staff at the Wel- 
fare Office considerably, and at a 
time when the regular work of the 
Board is very heavy on account of the 


severe weather and the consequent 
handicaps upon many families in the 
City. 


The Welfare Board members dis- 
approved of the City Couneti’s plan 
at the time it voted $1,000 for the re- 
lief of single men, and threatened to 
have 


resign in a body rather than 
this work carried out through the 
Roard's office, but agreed to handle 


the distribution of relief for a short 
period until other plans had been 
made by the City, The adpotion of 
a city wood pile, the board feels, 
has removeg the necessity for further 
action in granting relief to single 
men.

WILLIAM TINDALE ANNIVERSARY 
RECEIVES WIDE RECOGNITION 


—____. 


The 400th anniversary of the pu pli- 
cation of the New Testament in Eng- 
lish by Williain Tindale {n 1526 is be- 
ing widely celebrated this year, Am- 
erican as well as Engilsh and Cana- 
dian churches are officially observing 
this epoch-making event, in the de- 
sire to render a tardy acknowledge- 
ment. 

Tindale’s claim to fame lie» not 
merely in the fact that he was the 
first to master the original Greek and 
Hebrew and translate the Bible into 
the language of the English people, 
but rather rests upon the quality of 
his work. There have been many at- 
tempts since 1625 to obtain a more 
perfect English rendering of the an- 
cient writings, but Tindale’s transla- 
tion has been marvyellously sustained. 
Moreover, from the standpoint of 
literature, the authorized version of 
1611 has been universally acclaimed 
as the noblest example of the English 
language, yet to say this is to honor 
William Tindale, The historian 
Froude has written. “Of the transla- 
tion itself, though since that time it 
has been many times revised and ul- 
tered, we may say that {t is substan- 
tially the Bible with which we are 
familiar. The peculiar genius which 
‘breathes through it, the mingled 
tenderness and majesty, the Saxon 
simplicity, the mretegnatural gran- 
deur, unequalied, unapproached in 
the attempted improvements of mo- 
dern scholars, all are here, and bear 
the impress of mind of one man— 

One example of ‘Tindale’s work 
may serve to filustrate the foregoing 
namely, his rendering of the famous 
thirteonth chapter of ist Corinthians. 

“Though I epake with the tongues 
of men and angles, and yet had t.0 
love, I were even as soundings brasse 
or as a tynklynge Cymball. And 
though I coulde prophesy, and un- 
derstode all secretes, and all know- 
ledge: yee, {f I had all fayth so that 
I coulde move mountayns oute vu. ther 
places, and yet had no love, I were 
nothynge. And though I bestowed all 
my gooddes to fed the poore, and 
though I gave my body even that I 
burned and yet had no love. if profit- 
eth me nothynge. Love euffereth 
longe and is cirteous.

Love doth nor frowardly, swol- 
lcth not, dealeth not dishonestly, 
seeketh not her awne is mot provoked 
to anger, thynketh not evyll, reloyseth 
not in iniquite: but reloyseth in the 
trueth, suffreth all thynge, beleveth 
all thynges, hopeth all thynges, en- 
dureth all thynges.

A CALL TO THE FARM. 


Farmers are being urged to hire their spring 
help early in order to relieve the unemployment 
situation. It is to be hoped there may be a prompt 
and large response but it is possible to over-estim- 
ate the result of the appeal. Farmers who need 
winter help and can pay for it have probably 
made their arrangements already. Those who 
have little or nothing, for men to do at this sea 
son are not likely to take on men just to oblige. 
Certainly the farmer will not do that whose 
“hired man’? last fall turned down the offer of @ 
winter’s board in return for doing chores, and 
headed into town to make the city or the Govern- 
ment provide him with a job.

COMPARATIVE TAXATION. 


It is sound principle enunciated by the Citizens’ 
Research Institute that income taxes in Canada 
should be no higher, and if possible lower, than 
income taxes in the United States. The broader 
principle might be stated with equal reason, that 
the gross taxation imposed upon the individual in 
the Dominion should not exceed that borne by his 
contemporary across the line. Unless taxation in 
Canada is not in excess of that levied in the re- 
public the effect must be to continue the exodus 
of Canadians which has aroused such wide at- 
tention and general lamentation in recent years. 

There has been no suggestion that the Domin- 
ion Government intends to increase the income 
tax it now levies. But there have been indications 
in plenty that the Provincial Government is look- 
ing with longing eyes upon that method of raising 
revenue anc has only refrained from imposing a 
parallel tax because of the inevitable conse- 
quences. The effect in driving people out, and in 
making living conditions harder, would be the 
same whether the Province imposed a second 
income tax or whether the Dominion raised the 
rates and lowered the exempted amount of the 
present tax. Wh: the individual pays—not what 
Government he pays it to—is the factor which de- 
termines the adverse influence of excessive taxa- 
tion. A provincial income tax, added to the muni- 
cipal, provincia! and Federal burdens already 
born by the public, would be bound to have an 
effect both adverse and serious enougti to be im- 
portant. 


THE HOSPITAL BILL. 


The hospitals operated by the city cost last 
year $76,956 more than the revenue derived from 
the treatment of patients. It is not expected that 
this year the income will come appreciably nearer 
to meeting the outgo, and the board is asking the 
city council for a vote of $75,000 to pro- 
spective shortage. There is nothing new in th 
situation, except that the rate of loss is now lower 
than if used to be 
tu steady decline in the size of the annual deficit, 
the total reduction amounting to some #90,000 
from the figure of 1920. That this process of 
economy can be ca » the point where the 
instiLutions would be self-supporting is apparent- 
ly hopeless. Hospitals seem to be enterprises 
which lose more heavily as they do more business. 
Last year’s deficit, over and above the amount 
anticipated by counril, is blamed on the inerease 
in the number of hospital days—that is, on the 
fact that the hospitals treated more people than 
was expected. 

As an offset to the heartlessness that is fre 
quently charged against the public may be set the 
fact that neither in this or other cities is there a 
disposition to abolish or curtail hospital facilities 
because of the expense. The bulk of the loss 
from their operation is carried by people who 
rarely or never require their services Yet there 
is no talk of closing these institutions or of 
relegating to private charity the r« sponsibilities 
which the cities have assumed of supporting those 
created with municipal funds. In Edmonton’s 
civic hospitals we have been giving treatment to 
parties coming from outside the city, at a loss to 
the taxpayers. That is not fair. Hither the muni- 
cipality concerned or the Provincial Government 
should make up to the city what it loses through 
the treatment given to such patient. It is to the 
credit of the city and its taxpayers that the doors 
of the local municipal hospitals have not been 
closed against outside patients in these eireum- 
btances. 

Something might be done to eut down the loss 
on these hospitals if the rule were established that 
patients will only be admitted who cannot other- 
wise be properly cared for. People frequently go 
@ hospital for minor ailments which eould be sat- 
isfactorily treated at home. If the rates charged 
them covered the whole cost of the service given 
there would be no objection. But if the hospital 
losses vary with the number of patient days, then 
the taxpayer is being made to bear a part of the 
cost of giving treatment to those who do not 
really require it. That is not an equitable ar. 
rangement, and there is room for a change in pol- 
jey which would reserve the hospita? facilities 
for thosd who cannot get proper attention with 
out them’

Britain has more people 
thar it knows how to employ, and the highest 
taxes in the world. 


Sir Robert Borden wants the Geneva protocol 
ratified by Parliament. Sir George Foster also 
wants its approved, but qualifies the demand by 
saying that it can be amended so as to safeguard 
Canada’s right to exclude immigration that it 
does not want. As between the two Sir George 
comes a good deal nearer to talking common 
sense. ™ 


Mr. Hoey, M.P., says eastern criticism of the 
Hudson Bay railway project only became serious 
when eastern manufacturers had sold the Govern. 
mest about all the rails and other supplies needed 
for the construction of the line. That is not a fact. 
The Hudson Bay scheme has been consistently 
end relentlessly condemned by many outstanding 
newspapers in eastern Canada for twenty years. 
If the Progressive leader is going to smash Con- 
federation he will have to find some other ground 
of offence against the tyrannous easterners. 

Chancellor Luther wants to know if Premier 
Herriott will evacuate the Rhineland if Germany 
puts an end to infractions of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles. The proposal is parallel to that of a 
law-breaker who says he would behave himself if 
the police would stop bothering him. It is because 
Germany is not living up to its treaty obligations 
that the Rhineland is occupied by Allied troops. 
Jf the Allies are wise the occupation will continue 
until the violations cease. Making bargains with 
outlaws is a risky business. 


The two men who held up a Winnipeg bank 
staff and looted the till are both said to be young, 
probably about twenty-five years of age. Most of 
the gun-men who fall into the hands of the police 
are in their twenties, some of them younger. The 
notion that a bandit is a man who takes to vio. 
lence because he has tried to make an honest 
living and failed is far from the mark. The major- 
ity of them never tried to get on honestly, and 
took to thievery as the easy path to a fat living. 
Inbred laziness and crookedness is what ails that 
type of rascal; not the desperation that is oeca- 
sionally born of failure.
